Madrid, May 15. We \earn from the camp at St Roche, 
that on the two lat days in April the fire from our batteries 
was very vigorous, and directed again{l the magazines, park of 
artillery, the Governor’s houfe, the Moors Caftle, and the 
batteries on the hill. We have loft but one foldier of the Wal- 
loon guards, who chanced to crofs the mouth of a gun that 
was firing, but the enemy’s fire has done us no harm. 

During the three firft days of this, oar fire continued very 
brifk, and well direéted, and many houfes in the town were 
fet on fire. On the part of the enemy, however, a brifker fire 
was kept up than ufaal, and we had the mortification to fee a 
bomb fall on the battery of St Charles, which killed a ferjeant 
of the Arragon volunteers, two foldiers, and two matroffes, 
and wounded flightly three othe:s. Another Walloon was 
killed by the buriting of a bomb. 

Paris, May 31. M. de la Motte Piquet has put to fea 
with five large fhips, fheathed with copper. He has hoifted 
his flag on board the Terrible. It is thought he is gone to 
meet the Spanith fleet, as Admiral Darby is fuppofed to have 
gct home about the 2oth init. 

LON DON. 

On Saturday morning, the Purfers of the outward-bound 
Eaft Indiamen, having previoufly taken leave of the Directors, 
fet off for their refpective fhips at Portfmouth, About an hour 
afterwards, a meflenger was difpatched from the Admiralty, 
with orders for the above fleet to fail with the firft fair wind, 
under convoy of a large fleet of men of war, which are to fee 
them to a certain latitude, where they are to cruize for the pro- 
tection of the homeward-bound fleet from Jamaica. About 12 
fail of Weft-Indiamen, which were to have failed with the lat 
fleet, and feveral other fhips, will alfo take the advantage of 
this convoy.

Gentlemen Volunteers: “I have the honour to prefent you 
with a ftandard from the citizens of London, as a teftimony of 
their efleem, and approbation of your very aétive and merito- 
rious fervices during the late unhappy difturbances. ‘The ma- 
giftracy look towards you, and the other molt refpe@table corps 
of gentlemen in this city, with a confidence, that your un’td 
a‘kitance will be fully adequate to preferve due order and legal 
government within their walls, Your country is grateful to 
both for fuch noble examples. I am peculiarly happy, Geu- 
tlemen, in this opportunity of conveying the fentiments of your 
fellow-citizens to you, as I have been a frequent eye-witnefs 
of your fpirited condué.”—The Gentlemen Volunteers afier- 
wards went through many of their evolutions with great exa@ 
nefs and dexterity. Several General Officers and perfons of 
diftingtion prefent, paid them many comp iments 0a their mii- 
tary appearance and alertnefs. The company on the field, 
which was very numerous aod brilliant, was afterwards ele. 
gantly entertained at Shooter’s Hill by the Gentlemen Volune 
teers. The Lord Mayor was drefled in the regimentals of the 
artillery company of the city of London, (many of whom at- 
tended on this occafion) and came upon the ground in his 
coach and fix, with his fervants in their ftate liveries. The 
whole circum:{tances were as pleafing, as they were uncommon, 
fplendid, and praife-worthy. 

A correfpondent informs us, that the public are deceived 
concerning the dock-yards at Bombay, as well as the dock:

The town is furrounded 
by a very fine built wall of great thicknefs, and numbers of 
projected baftions, on which are planted a multitade of fine ar- 
tillery, kept im excellent orders There is a ciradel beides of 
great {trength. The whole of the town and citadel is encom 
paffed by a wide ditch. Bombay being a perfect rock, it is im- 
poflible to undermine it. Its furface is covered with about 12 
inches thick of earth, and no more, on which a little verdure 
appears. 

Mangalor, which it is fuppoféd will be the next object of 
General Goddard's operations, is a port town of the Hither 
India, in Afia, fituated on the Malabar coaft, 1 5° miles north 
of Cakcut, and 340 miles weft of Fort St George. 

Winflow, Fune 1. On Monday the 28th ult. between the

Amongit the lives that are loft, was a 
poor man of a neighbouring village, that had been drinking at 
one of the public-houfes ; he went, as is fuppofed, into ene of 
the barns to lie down to fleep, and was unfortunately burnt to 





death in a moft thocking manner. His legs and thighs were 





burnt quite off clofe to his body; his arms burnt off; his 
head, when he was moved, feparated from his body, quite 
burnt to a cinder. Another poor old man was pulled out of a 
houfe that was all on fire, by the leg, and burnt ‘a fo rerrible 
a manner that he died two days alter. The eazines from 
Buckingham and Winflow arrived as foon as it was poflibley 
and preyented a houfe that had taken fire from being quite de- 
ftroyed 5 in thort, the diftrefs of the inhabitants is beyond ahy 
thing I am able to deferibe, truly pitiable, and fhocking for a 
{peétator to behold. ‘Their lofs is not exattly afcertained, but 
generally thought to be near ten thoufand peunds, out of which, 
by the beft accounts I am at prefent able to learn, about the 
fam of two thoufand pounds ouly is infured.

Perhaps the fuccefles of Gen. God- 
datd'may make it neceflary for him to look to the fafety of his 
own dominions ; or theforce collected and collecting under Sir 
Eyre Coote, may have convinced Hyder that he could make 
no farther progrefs. ‘T'né'panie of Coote is well known in that 
quarter ; to him, and to him alone, did the late Lord Clive 
owe both his fame and fortane ; the battle of Plaffy had ‘not 
been fought but for Sir Eyre Coote, and there is every reafon 
to hope that he will reftore the Englith power in all its luftre 
once more in the Carnatic. 

People who do not weigh and examine caufes, but decide 
inftantly from effeéts, are apt to be either elated or depref- 
fed by the firft impreflions they feel on hearing the report of the 
day. Heping too much from the riews expected by Captain 
Broderick, they are proportionably difpirited, becaufe it does 
not keep pace with their defires; they feem to dread every bad 
confequerice from Lord Cornwallis’s retreat to Wilmington, and 
forgetting entirely that his Lordthip fet out without baggage

A learned gentleman, indeed, (the Soli- 
citor-General) had faid, in favour of the marriage aét, that this was 
the firft blot that had been fownd in it, thongh it had been in ufe for 
thirty years. But titis he thought a gieat argument againft it; for he 
thought that a dangerous a@t, which could conceal a blot for thirty 
years before it was diftovercd. But'he apprehended there were other 
defedts in the marriage aét, thongh they had not yet been ftated: 
One was, that the aét declared no perfons fhould be matried but with 
the confent of the parents firlt had and obtained; and he believed + 
there were many thowfands maried who had never obtained the con- 
fent of their parents. At any rate, he thought that the act ought to 
be amended, and that all marriages ought to be legal, except the dif- 
fent of the parents was declared again{t it. "Fhe cuttom, however, had 
been fo much followed, of marrying without the confent of parents, 
that, if all the clergy were to be punilhed that had incurred the pe= 
nalties of the law on the occafion, many of onr clergy, in the other 
Houle, would be tranfported; or, now that we covld not fend them 
to America, would be committed to hard labour oy the river Thames 
Upon the whole, he thought the marriage aét ought to be repealed. 
It had. originated in pafion, and contrary to all reafon, and had 
{prung from that fpirit of ariftoeracy which charatterifed the temper 
of the times in which it pailed. It was no recommendation of it, he. 
faid, that it had continued for thirty years, for the workl had tived 
many hundred years without it. Nor was the ule it-was imended for, 
at all anfwered. It hadbeen made to prevent the children of great people 
from marrying as they liked, and from the fortunes of heicefles getting:

Cory of the Reasons of Dissent againft a fentence of the 
General Affembly, by which they reverfed a judgment of the 
Prefbytery of Kirkcudbright, fuftained the concurrence with 
Mr Robert Affleck, the prefentee, and appointed the Pre/by- 
tery to proceed to his fettlement, with all convenient /peed, 
according to the rules of the Church. 

FROM this fentence, we think ourfelves bound to diffent, 
tmo, Becaufe there is no call whatfoever to the prefentee. 
Though there are fixteen heritors, and a confiderable number 
of elders, one perfon alone having a real intere‘t in the parith, 
has fignified his concurrence with the prefentee. That gentle- 
man is a non-refiding heritor of {mall property in the parith, 
and who lives at the diftance of at lealt forty miles from Carf- 
phairn. We have feen, with much concern, feveral late deci- 
fions of the Affembly, tn our apprehenfion, of very dangerous 
confequence: But we confider this as the moft violent attack 
evér made on that fundamental principle of our con(titution, 
the neceffity of a call in order to conftitute a paftoral relation 
between a minifter and a people, and to entitle a prefentee to 
receive collation to’a benefice in the Church ef Scotland: A 
principle eftablifhed not only by the ftanding laws of the 
Church, by immemorial . practice, and by the folemn forms 
which relate to the ordination and admiffion of minifters, but 
which, in our judgment, has received fanction, even from the 
act of Parliament reftoring Patronage. The majority themfelves 
feem to have been confcious of the fingularly unfavourable cir- 
cumftances of this cafe, fincg they have found it neceflary to a- 
dopt a language new and unprecedented in the fentences of 
Affembly concerning the fettlement of minifters ; and, inftead 
vf fuftaining the cad/, have fuftained the concurrence with the 
prefentee. , 

2do, We diffent from this fentence, becaufe there is not on- 
ly no call to the prefentee, buva declared and judicially authen- 
ticated oppofition to his fettlement from the far greater part of 
the landed intereft, from the elders, and the whole body of 
heads of families in the ow an oppofition, which, in our 
apprehenfion, has not arifen from wanton aéts and caprice, but 
from cool and deliberate judgment. We confider this fentence, 
thereforé, as amounting to a declaration from this Affembly,’ 
That, in the fettlement of minifters, no regard ‘is due to any 
clafs or order of. men, but to the patron alone: That, in all 
time coming, Patronag*, in its moft unlimited and rigorous ex- 
ercife, is to be fupported ; and, in particular, that the fenti- 
ments of ‘the gendemen of landed property in Scotland, how- 
ever confiderable or refpectable, will be more regarded than 
thofe of the meanelt of the people. A declaration at all times 
impolitic, as well as unjuft, and, in this age of prevailing li- 
centioufnefs and difrefpeét to religion, highly inexpedient and 
dangerous. . 

3tio, We diffent from this fentence, becaufe, as was obfer- 
ved in the reafons of diffent in the cafe of Fenwick, we are 
convinced, that meafures of this kind have a direét and mani- 
feft tendency to alienate the minds of our countrymen from the 
eftablifhed Church, to deftroy the refpeét and influence of the 
Parochial Clergy, and to render them incapable alike to pro- 
mote the interelt of our holy religion, and to diffufe among the 
people the principles of areny and affection to Government. 

4to, Becaufe the great defign of the fettlement of Miuifters 
being to promote the edification of the people committed to their 
charge, we think it effentially neceffary, that, before the fettle- 
ment of a Prefentee is appointed by the Church, there thould 
be fome probable ground to hope, that this important end will 
be accomplifhed ; but, in this cafe, we are fully convinced, 
from the evidence laid before the Affembly, that there is no 
profpeét of ufefulnefs to Mr Affleck in the parifh of Carfphairn ; 
and we could not have juftified ourfelves to our own minds, if, 
in fuch circumftances, we had not, in this conftitutional man- 
ner, expreffed our difapprobation of, and diffent from the fen- 
tence appointing his fettlement. 

Thefe are the fentiments which we entertain concerning this 
decifion, and we mention them with the greater confidence, 
that, in the divifion of the Affembly, it was carried by a ma- 
jority of only two votes *. —We think ourfelves called up- 
on by our duty to Gop and to our Country, to enter our dif- 
fent; and, while we ftate thefe rea‘ons, it is our earneft pray- 
er to the Supreme King and Head of the Church, that none 
of all the evils which we apprehend may arife from the fentence 
which the Affembly have pronounced.
